The subject matter of claim 1-16 do not appear to involve inventive step in view of 
D1-D6. 

D1 -D3 disclose respectively the adhesive composition capable of forming an 
adhesive resin layer by an electrodeposition step,wherein the composition 
comprises a hydratable functional group-containing cationic resin composition,the 
method of adhesion of conductive materials comprinsing the 
step of forming an adhesive surface having an adhesive resin layer on conductive 
material by electrodeposition step with the adhesive composition 
above and the step of joining the adherend surface of an adhesion target to the 
adhesive surface.and a laminate as obtained by the method of adhesion above. 

Although D1-D3 do not disclose the technical feature for use the adhesive 
composition comprises unsaturated bond-containing resin composition,technical 
features for forming the resin layer on surface of conductive materials by 
electrodeposition use the resin composition containing a hydratable functional group 
and unsaturated bond,disclosed in D4-D6 respectively,are usual art in similar technical 
fields. 

Therefore,the skilled person in the art would easily conceive the idea of employing 
the usual art above to substitute the feature for use the resin composition comprises a 
hydratable functional group disclosed in D1-D3. 
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
